Lorig aftrer the rocejR 
diapute 
between the 
Greeks and the Italian; is decided, there will be 
speculation and discussion as to the effect of the 
IU«an, Mussolini, upon the League of Nations. 
Nobody wQuld have expected Mussolini to respect 
the league, although his country was a member of 
it, for “po thief e’re felt the halter drawn, with a 
good opinion of the law.” 
Force was what made 
Mussolini, the league was set up to do aw^y with 
force as the ruling power among men and nations. 
The league represents 
the 
exact antithesis of 
what this modem “Napoleon? stands for. 
It will be a sad day for the world when it ap­ 
pears, as seems likely, that the usefulness of the 
league has been destroyed. Mussolini will be car- 
rid down before long by the very force that ex­ 
alted him, just as sure as there is retribution in 
history. If the Italian were a really great man, 
he might be able to amend the league or to put 
jpmething just as good in its place, but he U 
neither great nor good. 
The time may come when Mussolini may wish 
there were a league of peace to protect him from 
his enemies, for unless all signs fail Mussolini will 
p^pve over again that the man who takes the 
sword will perish by the sword. 
Americans who have criticised Mussolini’s stand 
against the league have in turn been criticized by 
him .because they belong to a country which has 
officially repudiated the League of Nations. And 
this thought makes it clear once more, that if 
-Unde Sam 
had been standing firmly against 
force, when Mussolini first thought of an agress 
ive war, he would probably never have ordered 
Italian battleships to Corfu.

Those who believe alcohol will regain its old 
place do not seem to realize the large number of 
enemies arising daily against the deadly poison; 
just as those who believed the armies of autocra­ 
cy would triumph, could not see behind the cur-( 
tain the vast armies of democracy preparing to 
ombat the sp read of autocracy. 
The larger the 
irea examined in connection with the fight of 
he “dryg” against the “wets” the plainer it ap­ 
pears the “wets” will be unable to hold their ownr 
much less be able to re-enthrone discredited King 
Alcohol. 
The following from one of the stand­ 
ard church weeklies will tend to dampen the hopes 
af those who profess to see the final triumph of 
a wide open world : 
“In most places in Europe the conflict is 
just starting, and while the issues seem small 
to the people of a dry nation, the significant 
thing is that the people are at grips with li- 
qour practically everywhere. England has just 
adopted a measure to prevent the sale of li­ 
quor to persons under eighteen, and is fight­ 
ing for a local option law; North Ireland re­ 
cently enacted the Sunday closing law; Scot­ 
land is in the throes of more than 150 local 
option elections. 
Organized labor in Scot­ 
land has taken a strong stand against liquor. 
The Established Church in many places is 
indifferent. Turkey’s prohibition law will go 
into effect in the near future according to 
press reports. 
Belgium is fighting for a 
local option law, and has prohibited the sale 
of spirits in public places. 
In Bulgaria the 
local option law that went into effect in 1920 
is now being used.
